Depreciation’s primary use is to 
amortize or pay off .the cost of 
new equipment over the period of 
years this equipment is expected to 
be in use. Thus the cost of new 
equipment is not charged to one 
year but against the earnings of 
the number of years which repre- 
sent the normal life of the equip- 
ment which has been bought.

In Attlee Ranks 


LONDON, Aug. 13—(Reuters)— 
Sweeping cabinet changes may be 
forced upon the British govern- 
ment during the six weeks’ sum- 
mer parliamentary recess schedul- 
ed to begin today, if measures in- 
troduced to fight the country's 
economic crisis do not win genera! 
approval. 


For the first time since Labor 
assumed power two years ago, 
there is serious and simultaneous 


Labor pressure upon Prime Min- 
ister Attlee both from inside and 
outside the cabinet. The need for 
an overhaul of the government's 
executive direction is being in- 
creasingly suggested to Attlee and 
his colleagues. 

Most paradoxical factor is the 
prime minister's personal position 
Though Attlee has been criticized 
—not only on the score of exe- 
cutive capacity but because he 
lacks some of the glamorous at- 
tributes of leadership—there is 
little demand for his transfer to 
another post, nor claims of any 
particular rival, 

For 15 years, mild, self-effacing 
Attlee, insignificant according to 
his detractors and an example of 
quiet ability in the view of his 
Supporters, has occupied a un- 
ique position in the Labor party 

In a gallery of powerful Labor 
personalities, this unspectacular 
figure has apparently been the one 
person sufficiently acceptable to 
all sections of the party to be tol- 
erated in the premiership 

Whether: his peculiar qualifica- 
tions can survive the next weeks 
remains to be seen. The only ob- 
vious alternative candidate for the 
premiership is Foreign Secretary
